stores. 
His equipage was an old chaise 
and a sober looking farm horse, and the 
farniture of his house was of the plainest 
sort. 
In personal appearance, be was 
as plsin as the plainest citixen ; and so 
entirely free was he from all pride of 
purse, that be looked more like a man 
worth a hundred dollars than 
eight 
millions.
